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MARKET  REVIEW 

On  Aug.  13,  1970  the  Department  of  Agriculture  declared  and  re- 
allocated additional  sugar  quota  deficits  of  135,152  short  tons,  raw 
value.  The  action  reflects  deficit  determinations  of  40,189,6,580  and 
8,383  tons,  respectively,  in  the  quotas  previously  established  for 
Peru,  Panama  and  Haiti  and  an  additional  deficit  of  80,000  tons  in  the 
Puerto  Rican  quota.  A  press  release  detailing  the  allocation  of  the 
deficits  to  countries  able  to  supply  the  sugar  appears  herein  beginning 
on  Page.  6. 

Sugar  sales  by  all  primary  distributors  for  consumption  in  the 
continental  United  States  during  1970        continue    at  a    record  pace. 
Through  Aug.  15,  preliminary  reports  indicate  that  6.9  million  short 
tons,  raw  value,  of  sugar  were  delivered  compared  with  6.4  million  tons 
in  1969  and  6.5  million  tons  in  1968.     Taking  into  account  the  quan- 
tities of  sugar  constructively  delivered  1/at  year-end  which  in  1968 
totaled  217,000  tons  compared  with  40,000  tons  in  1969,  physical  deliv- 
eries in  1970  through  Aug.  15    were  about  342,000  tons  and  436,000 
tons  larger  than  during  comparable  periods  of  1969  and  1968. 

Reported  deliveries  of  refined  sugar  by  regions  during  January- June 
1970  were  9.3  percent  above  those  of  the  comparable  period  of  1969„ 
Increases  occurred  in  all  of  the  five  regions  with  the  North  Central 
region  increasing  the  most  —  up  13.8  percent  -  followed  by  the  West- 
up  10.3  percent,  the  mid-Atlantic  -  up  6.9  percent,  the  South  -  up  6.5 
percent  and  the  New  England  region  -  up  3.5  percent. 

Deliveries  during  the  first  six  months  of  1970  were  larger  to  44 
States  than  in  the  first  half  of  1969,  smaller  to  5  states  and  about 
the  same  to  one.  In  19  of  the  states,  deliveries  of  sugar  increased 
100,000  hundredweight  or  more  in  the  1970  period  than  in  the  same  period 
of  1969.  Illinois  had  the  largest  reported  increase,  1,735,000  hundred4- 
weight,  followed  by  California  where  deliveries  increased  1,001,000 
hundredweight.  New  Hampshire,  Georgia,  Maine,  Nevada  and  Rhode  Island 
received  smaller  quantities  ranging  from  31,000  hundredweight  less  in 
New  Hampshire  to  2,000  hundredweight  less  in  Rhode  Island.       In  Alaska 

l_f  Sugar  sold  before  year's  end  but  physically  delivered  in  the  first 
two  months  of  the  following  year. 
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reported  deliveries  during  January- June  1970  were  about  the      same  as 
during  these  months  of  1969. 

Preliminary  reports  of  stocks  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  held  by  all 
primary  distributors  on  Aug.  1,  1970  totaled  1,702,000  short  tons,  raw 
value.  This  was  401,000  tons  less  than  a  month  ago  and  423,000  tons 
less  than  a  year  earlier.  Beet  processors'  stocks  of  842,000  tons  were 
234,000  tons  less  than  a  month  earlier  and  76,000  tons  less  than  at 
the  end  of  July  1969.  Cane  sugar  refiners'  inventories  of  710,000  tons 
were  about  100,000  tons  less  than  at  the  end  of  June  1970  and  307,000 
tons  less  than  a  year  earlier. 

In  evaluating  cane  sugar  refiners'  inventories,  it  should  be  re- 
called that  this  year's  record  level  of  total  quotas  (11.6  million  tons) 
provide  about  450,000  tons  more  raw  sugar  than  was  available  to  them 
last  year.  Their  sales  in  the  first  seven  months  of  the  year  were 
268,000  tons  larger  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  last  year. 
Accordingly,  despite  their  lower  inventories  on  Aug.  1,  refiners'  total 
supplies  for  the  last  five  months  of  the  year  (Aug.  1  inventories  plus 
arrivals  during  the  balance  of  the  year)  are  almost  200,000  tons  larger 
than  for  the  same  period  last  year. 

The  strike  at  the  only  cane  sugar  refinery  on  the  West  Coast  which 
started  June  1  was  still  unresolved  as  of  Aug. 26.  Fortunately,  beet 
sugar  processing  in  California  is  now  in  full  swing.  California  beet 
sugar  processors  had  been  able  to  take  up  the  full  slack  caused  by  the 
refinery  strike  until  recently  but  cane  sugar  is        now    moving  to 

California  from  Louisiana  and  beet      sugar  from  the  Northwest    has  been 
moving  into  the  State  recently. 

The  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New 
York,  as  reported  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange,  averaged 

8.16  cents  per  pound  during  July, down  from  8.22  cents  during  June  and  up 
from  7.50  cents  in  July  of  1969.  For  the  first  seven  months  of  1970 
the  spot  quotation  has  averaged  8.06  cents  per  pound  or  4.5  percent 
above  the  7.71  cents  per  pound  average  for  the  same  seven  months  of 
1969.  The  spot  quotation  began  July  on  a  strong  note  at  8.25  cents  per 
pound  but  on  July  2  weakened,  falling  to  8.20  cents  and  on  July  7  to 
8.15  cents.  On  July  17  it  rallied  slightly  to  8.18  cents  but  on  July  20 
fell  to  8.14  cents.  From  July  23-29  the  quotation  was  8.16  cents  and 
rose  to  8.18  cents  on  July  30-31.  During  August  the  price  quotation 
has  fluctuated  between  8.18  cents  and  8.20  cents  and  for  the  period 
Aug.  1-26  averaged  8,19  cents  per  pound  compared  with  7.73  cents  per 
pound  during  the  same  period  last  year. 
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During  late  July  and  early  August  there  were  numerous 
announced  changes  in  the  quoted  prices  for  refined  sugar  sold  at 
wholesale  in  the  basis  pack — 100-  pound  paper  bags  —  in  the  several 
sales  territories. 

The  price  activity  was  initiated  on  July  23  when  a  beet  sugar 
processor  in  the  intermountain  Northwest  sales  region  announced  that 
effective  the  same  day  the  quoted  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in 
100-pound  paper  bags  would  be  increased  .35  cent  per  pound  from  10.70 
cents  to  11.05  cents  per  pound.  On  the  same  day  another  beet  sugar 
processor  announced  that  in  the  Chicago-west  territory,  effective 
the  same  date,  the  price  for  industrial  products  would  be  advanced  .35 
cent  per  pound,  from  10.85  cents  to  11.20  cents,  bringing  the  quoted 
price  for  the  basis  pack  for  this  seller  in  line  with  the  quoted 
prices  of  other  sellers  in  the  region.  Provision  was  made,  however, 
for  consideration  of  orders  at  the  pre-advance  price  (10.85  cents  per 
pound)     for  shipment  or  delivery  by  close  of  business  July  31,  1970. 

On  July  27,  a  beet  sugar  processor  announced  that  in  the  Pacific 
Coast  region  ,  effective  the  same  day,  the  quoted  price  for  sugar 
sold  in  the  basis  pack  would  be  increased  .35  cent  per  pound,  from 
10.70  cents  to  11.05  cents  per  pound.  Provision  was  made  for  consider- 
ation of  orders  on  a  day-to-day  basis  at  pre-announcement  prices  for 
shipment  prior  to  the  close  of  business  Aug.  31,  1970. Other  interested 
sellers  followed  with  announcements  of  similar  price  import. 

On  Aug.  6,  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  that  in  the  Northeast 
he  would  consider  contracts  for  industrial  sugar  products  for  shipment 
during  the  month  of  September  1970  at  prices  .10  cent  per  pound  above 
prices  in  effect  for  contracts  expiring  Aug.  31,  1970.  This  seller  a 
week  later  rescinded  the  .10  cent  advance  and  followed  with  a  new 
announcement  increasing  the  quoted  price  for  the  basis  pack  .15  cent 
per  pound,  effective  close  of  business  Aug.  31,  1970. 

On  Aug.  13,  1970,  a  cane  sugar  refiner  announced  increases  of  .15 
cent  per  pound  in  quoted  prices  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  the  basis 
pack  in  the  Northeast,  Chicago-West,  Gulf  and  Southeast  sales  regions. 
While  the  announcement  stated  the  increases  were  to  take  effect 
immediately,  provision  was  made  for  consideration  of  orders  at  pre- 
advance  prices  for  shipment  and  delivery  by  Aug.  31,  1970.  Other 
interested  sellers  in  selected  regions  followed  with  announcements  of 
similar  increases.  Summarizing  the  announced  increases  compared  with 
the  current  quoted  prices  the  table  below  shows  those  in  effect  as  of 
Aug.  26,  1970  compared  with  those  announced  to  be  effective  Sept.  1, 
1970.  There  are  significant  variations  from  these  quotations,  reflect- 
ing competitive  conditions  in  certain  sales  regions.

The  U.  S.  average  retail  price  for  refined  sugar  sold  in  5-  pound 
paper  bags  during  July  was  13.04  cents  per  pound,  up  from  12.92  cents 
in  June  and  12.50  cents  in  July  a  year  ago.  During  the  first  seven 
months  of  1970  the  retail  price  averaged  12.77  cents  per  pound  compared 
with  12.33  cents  during  the  same  months  of  1969,  or  an  increase  of 
about  3.6  percent. 

Prospects  for  the  1970  sugarbeet  crop  improved  slightly  during 
July,  according  to  the  Department's  Crop  Reporting  Board.  Based  on 
conditions  as  of  Aug.  1,  production  is  now  forecast  at  25  million  tons 
of  sugarbeets,  compared  with  24.8  million  tons  forecast  a  month  earlier. 
If  the  Aug.  1  forecast  is  realized,  in  terms  of  sugarbeet  tonnage,  the 
1970  crop  would  be  about  10  percent  below  the  record  1969  crop  and 
about    one  percent  below  that  of  1968.  Improvements    in    the  major 

Mountain  States  during  July  more  than  offset  slight    declines  in 

Minnesota,  Arizona  and  California. 

The  Crop  Reporting  Board  reported  that  July  weather  conditions 
favored  growth  and  development  of  sugarbeets  throughout  most  of  the 
country  with  soil  moisture  plentiful  in  Ohio  and  Michigan  where  the 
crop  is  making  good  progress.  Prospects  were  below  normal  in  the 
Red  River  Valley  because  of  late  plantings,  poor  stands  and  recent 
dry  weather.  In  the  Great  Plains  and  Mountain  States,  the  crop  was 
progressing  well  with  adequate  moisture  and  irrigation  water  supplies. 

Prospects  for  mainland  sugarcane  production  for  sugar  and  seed 
were  unchanged  from  a  month  earlier  at  about  13.7  million  tons,  18 
percent  more  than  for  the  1969  crop  and  two  percent  above  1968' s.  The 
Florida  crop  was  in  excellent  condition  with  adequate  moisture  while  in 
Louisiana  frequent  showers  and  high  temperatures  during  the  latter  half 
of  July  promoted  rapid  growth. 
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Growing  conditions  in  Hawaii  were  favorable  to  the  development  of 
the  crop  and  all  milling  operations  were  on  schedule.  Production  of 
cane  sugar  through  Aug.  8,  1970  totaled  783,000  tons,  96°  basis.  In 

1968,  production  of  sugar  through  Aug.  10  totaled  805,285  tons. 

The  spot  price  for  world  sugar  (No.  8  Contract)  f.o.b.  and  stowed 
at  greater  Caribbean  ports,  including  Brazil,  as  quoted  on  the  New 
York  Coffee  and  Sugar  Exchange,  averaged  3.86  cents  per  pound  in  July 
compared  with  3.72  cents  in  July  of  last  year.  During  the  first  seven 
months  of  1970,  the  World  quotation  averaged  3.55  cents  per  pound, 
slightly  below  the  average  of  3.58  cents  during  the  same  months  of 

1969.  For  the  Aug.  1-26  period,  the  quotation  for  World  sugar  sold 
under  the  No.  8  Contract  (bagged),  averaged 3 . 87cents  per  pound.  During 
this  same  period  the  quotation  for  World  sugar  sold  under  the  No.  11 
Contract  (bulk)  averaged  3.82  cents  per  pound  or  0.05  cents  per  pound 
less  than  the  average  of  the  No.  8  Contract.  The  differences  in  the 
quotations,  which  primarily  reflect  the  cost  of  bags  and  bagging, 
averaged  .10  cent  per  pound  in  May,  .08  cent  in  June,  .06  cent  in  July 
and  for  the  period  Aug.  1-26  averaged  0.05  cent  per  pound.  The  No.  11 
Contract,  initiated  by  the  Exchange  on  May  5,  1970,  is  designed  to 
eventually  replace  the  No.  8  Contract.  The  exchange  announced  on  Aug. 
7,  1970  that  trading  in  the  No.  8  Contract  for  1971  positions  would  be 
limited  to  liquidation  only,  on  and  after  Aug.   24,  1970. 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1970  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 


USDA  Declares  and  Allocates  Additional  Sugar  Quota  Deficits  for  1970 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  on  Aug.   13,  1970  declared  and  allocated 
additional  sugar  quota  deficits  of  135,152  tons. 

Todays  action  reflects  deficit  determinations  of  40,189,  6,580  and 
8,383  tons,  respectively,  in  the  quotas  previously  established  for  Peru, 
Panama  and  Haiti  and  an  additional  deficit  of  80,000  tons  in- the  Puerto 
Rican  quota. 

The  total  deficit  declared  today  was  assigned  to  foreign  countries  by 
allocating  25,000  tons  to  the  Republic  of  the  Philippines,  40,000  tons  to 
the  Dominican  Republic  and  prorating  the  balance  totaling  70,152  tons  to 
Western  Hemisphere  quota  countries  able     to  supply  additional  sugar. 

A  representative  of  the  government  of  the  Philippines  recently  notified 
the  Department  that  the  Philippines  will  be  able  to  supply  an  additional 
25,000  tons  of  its  statuatory  share  of  deficits  in  the      quotas    of  other 
areas . 

The  President  determined  on  July  30,  1970,  under  Section  204(a)  of  the 
Sugar  Act  that  it  would  be  in  the  national  interest  to  assign  to  the 
Dominican  Republic  a  special  allocation  of  40,000  short  tons  of  sugar  in 
addition  to  its  pro  rata  share  of  such  additional  deficits  as  may  be 
declared  in  1970. 

The  President's  decision  was  taken  in  accordance  with  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Conference  Report  on  the  Sugar  Act  Amendments  of  1965  that  he 
use  his  authority  to  assign  deficits  to  provide  additional  quota  for  the 
Dominican  Republic  if  the  political  situation  in  that  republic  warrants 
such  action. 

This  action  was  based  on  notification  received  from  the  governments 
before  August  1  that  Peru,  Panama  and  Haiti,  respectively,  would  be  able  to 
supply  only  455,991,  39,500  and  26,176  short  tons,  raw  value,  of  sugar 
during  1970.  Also,  near  final  sugar  production  reports  for  Puerto  Rico 
indicate  that  that  area  will  be  able  to  fill  360,000  tons  of  its  1970  quota. 

Accordingly,  its  deficit  was  redetermined  to  be  780,000  tons  rather  than 
700,000  tons. 

The  deficit  determination,  proration  and  revised  quotas  are  shown  on 
the  following  table.

Nature  of  action 

Announced  revised  processor  allotments  increasing 
the  permitted  entries  of  Puerto  Rican  sugar  into 
the  continental  United  States  for  direct-consump- 
tion . 

The  revised  allotments  totaling  174,000  short 
tons,  raw  value,  reflect  substitution  of  final 
data  for  estimated  data  on  1969  marketings  in  the 
allotment  formula,  an  increase  of  12,000  tons  in 
the  direct-consumption  limit  for  the  area  and  the 
allocation  of  the  entire-direct  consumption  quota. 
Previous  allotments  were  based  in  part  on  esti- 
mated data  and  were  limited  to  90  percent  of  the 
direct-consumption  quota  then  in  effect.  (See 
July  30,  1970  Federal  Register). 

Announced  its  determination  of  fair  and  reason- 
able rates  for  processing  the  1970  crop 
of  Hawaiian  sugarcane . The  determination  continues 
the  provisions  of  the  1969  crop  determination 
without  change. 

A  public  hearing  was  held  in  Hilo,  Hawaii,  on 
April  24,  1970,  at  which  time  interested  persons 
were  afforded  the  opportunity  to  present  testi- 
mony and  make  recommendations  on  the  matter  of 
rates  for  processing  independent  producers1  1970- 
crop  sugarcane.  (See  .  August  8,  1970  Federal 
Register) . 

Announced  revised  processor  allotments  of  the 
1970  sugar  quota  for  the  Mainland  Cane  Sugar  Area. 
These  allotments,  totaling  1,308,000  short  tons, 
raw  value,  replace  preliminary  allotments,  total- 
1,025,249  tons, which  have  been  in  effect  since 
April  17.
